A FEW FACTS ABOUT 

The MOSCOW CIRCUS 

The World renowned Moscow State Circus from the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, has been one of the great entertainments 
of the world since the show journeyed outside the Soviet Union a 
few years ago. The people of the United States have been receiving 
glowing reports on this remarkable ensemble of talent. 

There is good reason for this kind of accolade. The Moscow 
Circus personnel is selected from a roster of more than 7,000 
performers, all of them under the personal supervision of Mr. F. G. 
Bardian, Director, All Union Amalgamation of State Circuses of 
the Soviet Union. 

American Showmen who have seen the Moscow Circus abroad, 
have been attempting to bring it to the United States, believing that 
it would be one of the great shows of all times, like its Soviet 
predecessors to the United States. This has been the case of the 
Moiseyev Dancers, The Bolshoi Ballet and others. Critics and 
audiences alike have sought new superlatives since these attractions 
debuted here. 

It is one of the contradictions in entertainment, that while 
Circuses generally are described as "sensational, colossal, stupen¬ 
dous, enormous, and performing in a glittering Phantasmogoria" 
and other flambuoyant language, the Moscow Circus attains these 
ends without such press agentry. 

Its appeal is based at a concert level and aimed at audiences 
who will not be dazzled by the extravagance of the Ballyhoo. Its 
audiences have been enchanted with a feeling of flowing beauty 
and emotional gratification. To all, it has been an unusual and 
highly pleasing experience in aesthetic artistry. 

There are more than 80 circuses in the USSR, and more than 
7,000 performers, many of whom are graduates of the Moscow Circus 
School, established in 1926, and which has turned out thousands of 
artists. Its instructors are skilled in all phases of circus performance, 
including tight and slack wire, tumbling, juggling, animal training, 
and other arts. It accepts students from very early age to mature 
adults who cannot repress a desire to perform. Students attend 
from all over Europe and Asia. In addition, graduates teach their 
art to others along the way, and families pass their skills on to 
children. Thus, the Moscow Circus School perpetuates its system 
of instruction throughout the circus world. After all this is totalled, 
the Moscow Chcus roster comprises some of the top entertainers of

the world. When this great show goes on tour all performers vie 
for the honor of being selected. The entertainers differ from tour 
to tour, but it is evident that certain ones are constantly being called 
upon for these junkets. For example, Oleg Popov, one of the great 
clowns of the world is in constant demand. Another world famous 
act is the Filatov Bears. In Japan, for example, there were spectators 
who "just knew these were not animals but men who were sewn 
into bear skins"! 

The USSR abounds in circuses of all sizes, constantly on tour, 
or permanently based in some city within the Soviet Union. Thus, 
it is estimated that there are more circuses in the USSR than all 
the rest of the world. It has garnered greatest honors in the 
circus capitals of Germany, England and France, which long have 
dominated the international scene. 

Lest you be misled, there is but one Moscow Circus, however, 
this organization produces many units per year which can play in 
various parts of the world simultaneously. Visitors to Moscow 
can see one edition of this show, while its recent tour to Paris or 
its present show in Tokyo may have an entirely new roster of 
performers. As in all of show business, some performers are more 
appreciated in one place than another. Others, like Popov, have 
the universal touch. Certainly one thing is common to Moscow Circus 
entertainers. All are superb artists and magnificent performers, 
schooled rigorously to perfection. 

Morris D. Chalfen is presenting the Moscow Circus for the first 
time in the United States after several years of negotiating with the 
USSR. Upon final approval, a great cast of Moscow Circus perform¬ 
ers was chosen to be presented to the United States public on this 
present tour. 


THE CULTURAL EXCHANGE PROGRAM 

The United States State Department's Cultural Exchange 
Program is one of the recognized means of taking a bit of America 
to all parts of the world. Its purpose is to ease tensions through the 
understanding of one another. Exchanges of ideas and cultures are 
the keystone of this project. An interchange of artistic talent be¬ 
tween the United States and the Soviet Union has been one of 
the results. Now, through the cooperation of the Soviet Ministry of 
Culture, the United States Department of State and Morris Chalfen, 
the presentation of the Moscow Circus in the United States has 
become a reality.
